WASHINGTON, Nov. 29—Presi- 
dent Truman told a press confer- 
ence today that further interna- 
tional conferences with Prime 
Minister Attlee of Great Britain 
and Generalissimo Stalin of Sov- 


iet Russia would be unnecessary | 


if the United Nations Organiza- 
tion worked as it should. 

Observing that the League of 
Nations was ruined by special con- 
ferences, he said that, if every- 
body got behind the U.N.O. whole- 
heartedly, it could take over the 
work of the Big Three very 
shortly—within 90 days. 

The President disclosed to re- 
porters that this country is tak- 
ing the initiative in revising cer- 
tain phases of the Potsdam decla- 
ration, one of which is the veto 
power of a single nation in the 
control of Germany. This veto 
power, as exercised by France, 
was sharply criticized in the re- 


port of Byron Price made pate 


yesterday. 

Truman declined to comment in 
detail on the negotiations § in 
“ 55 for revision of the Pots- 
dam declaration beyond saying 
that there was much detailed work 
to be done on the ground. 

Answering a double-barreled 
question, the President was em- 
phatic that: He has no “unholy 
ferr”’ (the quest%oner’s words), 
held by some persons in this 
country, that Russia will not co- 
onverate in establishing world 
poice, and that this non-co-oper- 
ai'on will lead to war. 

He said that he would discuss 
these views fully at a later date, 
perhaps at a press conference. 

Won't Discuss Hurley Charges. 

The Chief Executive declined to 
discuss the charges made by for- 
mer Ambassador Patrick J. Hur- 
ley against some of the career dip- 
loma# in China and said that 
Gen. George C. Marshall, his spe- 
cial envoy, would receive a spe- 
cific directive which would re- 
affirm our Far Eastern policies. 
This directive, he said, may be 
mede public. Gen. Marshall, he 
said, will leave for his new as- 
&'*nment, which will be temporary 
for a special purpose, within the 
next three or four days. Hurley's 
formal resignation, he revealed, 
Was received at the White House 
only this morning.

China’ Despite 

G. O. P. Demands for 
Sweeping Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP). 
—Armed with broad powers, Gen. 


George C. Marshali sped prepara- 
tions today for a flight within a 
few days to China. Meanwhile his 
predecessor’s explosive resignation 
headed for an airing on Capitol 
Hill, 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee told reporters 
he planned to call both Maj. Gen. 
Patrick J. Hurley and Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes before 
a closed session, perhaps Monday. 

The purpose, Connally said, will 
be an informal discussion of Hur- 
ley’s contention that he had been 
crossed up as ambassador to China 
by subordinates both in the State 
Department and at Chungking. 

Connally stressed, however, that 
he had no intention of ordering 
any such full-dress hearing as 
Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, 
demanded in a bitter Senate 
speech late yesterday. This would 
have covered just about every- 
thing connected with the State 
Department, the Atlantic Charter 
and the Potsdam Big Three agree- 
ment, 

Marshall's Broad Powers. 

At Chungking, Lt. Gen. Albert 
C. Wedemeyer, United States com- 
mander in China, told reporters 
today that he thought Gen. Mar- 
shall was being sent to China “to 
make a survey of the situation 
and make appropriate recommen- 
dations to the President concern- 
ing future United States assist- 
ance—or military aid—to China.”

HERE SOUGHT FOR 
CIVILIAN COUPLES

Permission Not Yet Obtained 
for Their Use in Housing 
Shortage. 


The tent camps on city property, 
used in the past as transient lodg- 
ings for soldiers, are being sought ‘ 
as temporary homes for civilian 
married couples, under a plan 
formed by Roscoe C. Hobbs, one 
of the subchairmen of the Citizens’ 
Emergency Housing Committee. 

Hobbs told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had been unable to ob- 
tain agreement to his plan thus 
far from Col. L. L. Conrad, com- 
manding officer of the Seventh 
Service Command Internal Secur- 
ity District, who is in charge of 
the camps. Hobbs said compara- 
tively little use is now being made 
by the Army of the tent-houses, 
and he is continuing his effort to 
have them designated for civilian 
use. 

The larger camp, in the south- 
eastern corner of Forest Park, 
Kingshighway and Oakland ave- 
nue, has cots for 1500 persons. The 
other, at Spring and Chouteau 
avenues, for Negroes, accommo- 
dates 175. The hutments, as they 
are called in some Army camps, 
have wood floors and gas stoves, 
and the camps have central bath 
and kitchen facilities. 

A card survey, in which the sub- 
committee on survey hopes to en- 
list the help of the Postoffice and 
the Police Department, is planned 
to get information ag to vacancies, 
following a city-wide plea for the 
opening of homes to accommodate 
the houseless. Mrs. J. Walter 
Goldstein, head of the subcommit- 
tee, said the plan would be of- 
fered to the committee at its meet- 
ing in the Mayor's office next 
Tuesday. 


New Idaho Senator Sworn In,

The vote was 77 ayes to 17 noes, 
,a favorable vote of just one more 
than the constitutional 76 required 
for passage of a bill by the House. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 

Debate on the measure, which 
would prohibit women from tend- 
‘ing bar, or drawing, mixing o1 
| pouring intoxicating liquor in tav- 
-erns, unless the feminine pourer 
.is a liquor licensee or the wife of 
a licensee, flowed from equa 
rights and class discrimination t 
questions of whether a bartender 
was a lady. 

Representative Daniel Curran of 
St. Louis, sponsor of the bill, said 
the only issue was whether there’ 
should be: women bartenders, the 
women should come out from be- 
hind the bars and leave the jobs 
open for returning veterans, he

picked up the towel for the wom- 
en.

SHOWN AT TRIAL; 


VARIED REACTIONS 


BY 20 TOP NAZI 


Schacht Turns His Back 
—Keitel Wipes Eyes, 
Frank Seems Hyster- 
ical — Goering, Hess 
Show Deep Interest.

NUERNBERG, Nov. 29 (By 


Radio)—In a room’ completely 
dark except for lamps that illu- 
minated the faces of the 20 de- 
fendants, testimony with the 
motion picture camera as witness 
was presented this afternoon be- 
fore the international military 
tribunal, The subject was Nazi 
concentration and prison camps. 
Those exhibited were the murder 
factories at Leipzig, Penig, Ohrd- 
ruf, Breendonck, Hannover, Arn- 
stadt, Nordhausen, Mauthausen, 
Buchenwald, Dachau, Belsen and 
the “House of Shudders” at Ha- 
damar. 

The pictorial evidence ran its 
course of human cordage of dead 
bodies, emaciated frames, living 
flesh scarred with bludgeons and 
cigarette burns, instruments of 
torture and, as a macabre climax, 
heaps of corpses rolled by bull- 
dozers into trench graves. 

Schacht Faces Away. 

Hjalmar Schacht resolutely 
turned his back on the screen and 
refused to be tempted even to 
glance at a single scene. 

With chin resting on one hand, 
Hermann Goering stared unflinch- 
ingly at the film and did not miss 
one gruesome detail. 

Franz von Papen at times 
buried his haggard face in his 
hands and lowered his head al- 
most to his knees. Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel who has seen 
death in huge volume faced the 
screen like a soldier but from 
time to time wiped his éyes. 

Col. Gen, Alfred Jodl watched 
closely, his arrogant chin tilted 
high in the air, Julius Streicher 
was apparently .fascinated and 
Hung with bulging eyes on the 
ghastly picture story. 

Hans Frank was so overcome 
that after the lights went on he 
sprang up and seemed to be utter- 
ing an outburst of hysterical ejac- 
ulations, accompanied by wild 
gestures. 

Alfred Rosenberg, Fritz Sauckel 
and Hans Fritsche, for the most 
part, kept their eyes lowered or 
averted. Grand Adm, Erich Raed- 
er’s bronzed visage turned gray 
and Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz was 
paler than ever. 

No Emotion by Funk. 

Walther Funk saw the film 
through without a sign of emotion 
on hig simian face. He leaned 
forward in an ape-like crouch. 

The film evidently exercised an 
irresistible spell on Joachim von 
Ribbentrop whose eyes, as if 
against his will, kept returning to 
the screen though he made almost 
visible efforts not to look. His 
features grew extremely sick. 

The greatest surprise was dis- 
played by Rudolf Hess who came 
more alive than he had been since 
the trial opened. He gazed at the 
film with eager zest and wun- 
flagging interest. At times in his 
excitement he rocked back and 
forth onhis bench. His usual book 
was forgotten. It was the\ first 
time he had given the proceedings 
so much as a hint of attention.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 29 
—The high-pressure drive to have 
the National Association of At- 
torneys General present a united 
front on the tidelands oll issue 
misfired yesterday. Representa- 
tives of two states objected vigor- 
ously to a resolution urging Con- 
gress to enact the quitclaim legis- 
lation. 

The two dissenters were Attor- 
ney General J. E. Taylor of Mis- 
sourl and Gerald Hilde, delegate 
representing Attorney General 
Smith Troy of the State of Wash- 
ington. The carefully prepared 
resolution was adopted . over- 
whelmingly by voice vote, but not 
before Taylor, in a speech “sec- 
onded” by Hile had taken sharp 
exception to passage of any legis- 
lation that would keep the na- 
tion’s highest tribunal from ruling 
on a pending case, 

The quitclaim bill has passed 
the House and is now before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, 
which has scheduled open hear- 
ings for Feb. 5. The bill would 
forever renounce federal claims to 
billions of dollars worth of oil 
and other minerals in the coun- 
try’s coastal areas, If passed by 
Congress and signed by President 
Truman, or passed over his veto, 
it would kill the government's test 
suit to determine the legal owner- 
ship of the tidelands., 

Taylor Thinks Court Should Rule. 

Several resolutions had. - been 
adopted with no discussion or op- 
position at the association's busi- 
ness session late yesterday when 
the tidelands resolution was called 
up. Taylor arose immediately, 
and was recognized by association 
president John M. Rankin of Iowa 
before Hile, who had jumped up 
also, 

“I regret very much that I am 
unable to support the resolution,” 
Taylor began. “It is my sincere 
conviction that when a matter is 
before the United States Supreme 
Court, the court deserves the right 
to act upon it. Adoption by the 
Congress of the quitclaim legisla- 
tioh, as urged in this resolution, 
would encroach upon the sacred 
right of the court to decide pend- 
ing cases,” 

“I do not oppose the principles 
being supported by the states in 
this controversy. I believe that 
the legal merits of the states’ case 
are just. And I signed a brief in 
support of that position. But I 
did so before the Department of 
Justice instituted its action in the 
courts. I personally believe that 
the Supreme Court will probably 
hold in accordance with the views 
expressed in the states’ brief. 

“But I believe. very definitely 
that now that the matter has been 
presented for judicial determina- 
tion, Congress must not legislate 
away the court’s right to do so.” 

“I listened with a great deal of 
interest here to the various views 
expressed on the matter—by At-

DUKE OF SAXE-COBURG, GOTHA 
ARRESTED BY U.S, IN GERMANY

NUERNBERG, Germany, Nov. 
29 (AP)—The United States mili- 
tary government at Coburg today 
announced the arrest of Karl 
Eduard, Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha and a grandson of Britain’s 
Queen Victoria. : 

The duke was president of the 
German Red Cross and had a gen- 
eral’s rank in the Nazi storm 
troops. The Nazis used English- 
born Karl Eduard as a show piece 
to demonstrate that the German 
aristocracy favored the Nazi re- 
gime. 

The 61-year-old duke’s estates 
have been confiscated. Ailing and 
subjects to attacks of gout, he has 
been placed under guard in a hos- 
pital. There was no immediate 
announcement of the charges un- 
der which he is being held. Karl 
Eduard is regarded as one of the 
richest men in Germany,

finger of the right hand was torn | 


away, and the remaining fingers 


were paralyzed. 


Today, wearing two plastic eyes 
and an artificial left hand, and 
making increasing use of his right 
after four operations on it, Cpl. 
Schwenk is at an Army convales- 
cent hospital for the blind at 
Avon, Conn. His plans for Christ- 
mas at home with his mother, 
Mrs. Kathran Haefling, 44 Ban- 
gert avenue, Ferguson, have taken 
an unexpectedly rosy turn. 

His holiday will be heightened 


‘by a gift of several thousand dol- 


lars in Victory bonds from a 
group of Spokane, Wash., citizens, 
who set about raising a fund since 
the appearance of a newspaper 
story there about him. 

“It's really too good to seem 
true,” Cpl. Schwenk, 31 years old, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
telephone from Connecticut. 

“That was all a surprise to me. 
Things like that don't often hap- 
pen to a fellow.” 

As he talked, he explained, he 
was pressing the receiver of 
French phone to his ear with the 
palm of his good hand while an 
attendant stood by. 

“I'll probably keep the money in 
bonds,” he went on, “until I get 


‘back into civilian life—just in case 


I wanted to build a home or get 
married. JI was going out with a 
girl when I went overseas, 
when I came back  ObDilind 
changed things.

Members who have not actively 
participated in organizing the 
union will not be subject to 
charges unless they fail to give 
the required notice of withdrawal, 
If they do not act by midnight 
Wednesday, however, they will be 
subject to trial on a charge of 
having violated the department 
rule which forbids enrollment in 


a union under penalty of dis- 
missal, the board announced. 

A resolution embodying this de- 
| cision was carried by a vote of 
8 to 1 after a five-hour session be- 
hind closed doors. Commissioners 
Thomas H. Cobbs, Francis IL 
George and Ben H. Liberman 
formed the majority. Mark D. 
Eagleton, president of the board, 
who has consistently contended a 
police union is legal and the rule 
forbidding it is invalid, voted 
against the resolution. 

Miller, Two Others Face Trial. 

The men singled out by the 
board for trial were Motorcycle 
Policemen Richard T. Miller, act- 
ing president of the union; Motore 
cycle Policeman Bernard T. Case 
serly and Patrolman Paul Goldak, 
who is attached to the Deer street 
station. 

Arnold S. Zander, general presi- 
dent of the AFL American Fed- 
eration of State, County arid Mu- 
nicipal Employes, which char- 
tered the St. Louis union as Lo- 
cal 549, told the Post-Dispatch 
the union would give its mem- 
bers full support. 

Speaking from his headquarters 
at Madison, Wis., he declared:

He 
returned by way of Berlin where 
he had conversations with three 
of the Nuernberg defendants, Bar- 
on Constantin vén Neurath, Hjal- 
mar Schacht and Hermann Goer- 
ing. 
= the embassy in Paris on 
Nov. 23 he wrote an account of 
his journey for Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull. Transcripts of his 
talks with Goering and Schacht 
were placed in evidence this morn- 
ing before the international mil- 
itary tribunal. By an error of 
the mimeograph office there were 
available for the judges and the 
press only translations of the doc- 
uments in the German language. 

In the course of the interview 
with Goering, the German said he 
lamented the current trade situa- 
tion with regard to the United 
States. He told Bullitt the Reich 
had good commercial relations 
with some countries and bad ones 
with others but with America 
none whatsoever. He asked the 
Ambassador why such unfriendli- 
ness toward Germany existed @n 
the United States. 

Envoy Points to Persecution. 

Bullitt replied there were sev- 
eral causes and mentioned the 
overthrow of the Weimar Republic

tion of Jews, Catholics and Protes- 
tants. Goering admitted that a 
small group inside the Nazi party 
was agitating for a return to the 
ancient worship of Nordic gods 
but assured his visitor that the 
movement was totally without sig- 
nificance.

JODL DIARY CONFIRMS RIFT 
IN TOP GERMAN COMMANDS

Wehrmacht Chief Declared Old Line Army 
Leaders Lacked ‘Vigor of Soul,’ Doubted 
‘Genius’ of Hitler.’

NUERNBERG, Nov. 29 (By Ra- 
dio)—-Further confirmation of the 
statement of Col. Gen. Franz 
Halder, published recently by the 
'Post-Dispatch, is contained in a 
diary kept by one of the defend- 
‘ants, Col. Gen. Albert Jodl, who 
was chief of the formidable opera- 
tions sections of the Wehrmacht 

guperme command, 

Extracts from the diray, cover- 
ing the Austrian anschluss and the 
overthrow of Yugoslavia in 1938, 
were put in evidence at today’s 
session of the international mili- 
tary tribunal. Assistant United 
| States Prosecutor Sidney S. Alder- 
man said Gen. Jodl had confirmed 
the authenticity of the exhibits. 

Like the obverse of a shield, 
Gen. Jodl gave his version of a 
situation which, according to Gen. 
Halder, was one of the prime 
reasons for Germany’s downfall. 
This was the bitter conflict which 
raged throughout the war between 
the general staff of the Army on 
the one hand and on the other 
Adolf Hitler and the supreme 
command of the Wehrmacht or 
armed forces, including not only 
the Army but the Navy and Air 
Force. They were known in Ger- 
man military shorthand respec- 
tively as OKH and OKW. OKH 
is an abbreviation for Oberkom- 
mando Des Heeres and OKW for 


Oberkommando Der Wehrmacht, 

Gen. Halder, under the heading 
of German general staff and high 
command, is accused by title 
though not by name in the indict- 
ment. He is now a British pris- 
oner, 

Party Seized Power. 


Strangely enough Gen. Jodl has 
asked that Gen. Halder, his an- 
cient foe, be summoned as a wit- 
‘ness in his behalf and the tribu- 
nal announced yesterday that it 
had granted the application. 

Readers will recall that Hitler 
and Gen. Werner von Blomberg set 
‘up OKW in 1934 as a Nazi party 
organ inside the armed forces for 
the express purpose of stripping 
the Army general staff, with its 
Junker traditions, of its former 
‘monopoly in the war making 
‘racket which had included con- 
trol of high strategy and foreign 
policy. Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel was chief of the Wehr- 
macht supreme command from 
the start. In his statement Hal- 
der described Keitel as a man of 
‘great personal energy but of small 
vision and judgment. Gen. Jodl 
‘was depicted as the brains and 
driving force of OKW. He became 
Hitler’s personal military adviser 
‘after having first won his favor 
‘with scabrous stories told™in the 
Bavarian dialect. 

In an entry of May 30, 1938, 
‘Gen. Jod] noted that the Fuehrer 
‘had signed “Directive Green” in 
which he stated his intention of 
‘destroying Czechoslovakia at an 
‘early date. The diary adds “once 
‘more the contrast becomes acute 
between the Fuehrer’s intuition 
that we must do it this year and 
the opinion of the Army that we 
‘cannot do it as yet since the west- 
‘ern powers would most certainly 
intervene and we are not yet 
‘ready for them.” 

Some weeks later there is an 
entry dated Aug. 10 which reads 
as follows: “The Army chiefs, 
ithe chiefs of the air force groups, 
Lt. Col. Jeschonnek and myself 
‘are ordered to the Berghof. After 
dinner the Fuehrer makes a 
speech in which he develops his 
political thoughts. Subsequent at- 
tempts by a few Army generals 
‘to draw attention to the defects 
of our preparation are rather un- 
‘fortunate. This applies especially 
to Gen. von Wietersheim in which 
to top it off he claims to quote 
‘from Gen. Adams to the effect 
‘that the western fortifications can 


and flames up; bursting out with 

the remark that in such a case the 

Army would be good for nothing.” 
“Despondent Attitude,” 

Gen. Jodl then quoted Hitler as 
exclaiming: “General I assure you 
the position will hold not merely 
three weeks but for three years.” 
The diary resumes that “the cause 
of this despondent attitude which 
unfortunately is held very widely 
within the Army general staff is 
based on various reasons. First of 
all, the general staff is restrained 
by old memories, Instead of obey- 
ing and executing its military 
charges—which certainly is done 
with traditional devotion—the gen- 
eral staff allows political consid- 
erations to play a part as well, 
Vigor of soul is lacking because 
in the last analysis they do not 
believe in the genius of the 
Fuehrer. No doubt some of them 
compare him to Charles XII.” 

The reference is to that famous 
King of Sweden who after a Ca- 
reer of meteoric victories ended 
his days asa Russian prisoner of 
war. 

The entry went on to state “that 
just as water runs downhill this 
defeatism may not only cause im- 
mense political damage since the 
opposition between the generals 
and the Fuehrer is common talk 
but may also constitute a danger 
for the morale of the troops. But 
I have no doubt the Fuehrer will 
be able to boost the morale of the 
people in an unexpected way when 
the right time comes.” 


Gen, Jodl appears at this time to 
have had not the slightest suspi- 
cion that the generals, as set forth 
in Gen. Halder’s statement, in 
alarm over the Czech crisis had ar- 
ranged for Marshal von Witzleben 
to march on Berlin with panzer 
troops and overthrow Hitler. The 
operation was paralyzed by the 
announcement that British Prime 
Minister Chamberlain would go to 
Munich, 
“Victory Without Force.” 

On Sept. 29, the diarist records 
triumphantly that the pact of 
Munich has been signed, The en- 
try for that day concludes: “The 
genius of the Fuehrer and his de- 
termination not to shun even a 
world war have again won victory 
without the use of force. Hope 
persists that the incredulous, the 
weak and the doubtful people have 
been converted at last and will 
remain that way.” 

The importance of the conflict 
between -OKW and OKH on the 
Reich's destiny may be brought 
home to American readers by 
pointing out that the Wehrmacht 
supreme command stood in some- 
what the same position as our own 
joint chicfs of staff during the 
war with Field Marshal Keitel and 


Adm. William D. Leahy in posts 
roughly corresponding. The great 
difference was, of course, that the 
joint chiefs of staff were merely 
a committee, while OKW was a 
department with a hierarchy of 
command and ultimate decision 
as to the course of action. On 
the contrary, Gen. George C. 
Marshall had far greater power 
than Gen. Halder, but in one re- 
spect, that of being chiefs of 
Army general staffs, they were 
opposite numbers. Let us suppose 
then that Gen. Marshall and Adm. 
Leahy had been on the most bitter 
of terms of enmity and that mem- 
bers of the American General Staff 
in league with field commanders 
like Gen. George S. Patton and 
Gen. Courtney Hodges had twice 
conspired to overthrow President 
Roosevelt and once to blow him 
to pieces with a bomb. Suppose 
further that Roosevelt and Leahy 
had retaliated with repeated 
purges of Gen. Marshall’s col- 
leagues and commanders. Then

On Alsace-Lorraine. 

Earlier in the conversation 
Goering declared that Germany 
once and for all had given up 
any thought of recovering Alsace- 
Lorraine. He explained the Reich 
had learned through long expe- 
rience that the people of these 
provinces were irreconcilably op- 
posed to whichever of the two 
countries, France or Germany, 
ithat happened at the moment to 
be their masters and would al- 
ways be a source of disunity in 
the country to which they be- 
longed. “Germany wishes no half 
loyal citizens,” exclaimed Goering. 
He protested there was no ground 
for enmity between France and 
Germany, but predicted that war 
would come if France did not 
cease trying to hinder Germany’s 
“legitimate purposes” by setting 
up alliances in east Europe. Bullitt 
asked Goering to state these pur- 
poses. 

Goering answered with complete 
candor. “We are determined to 
annex all Germans who live on 
the borders of the Reich.” 


Anschluss with Austria, he con- 
tinued, was an unconditional re- 
| solve of the German government. 
Asked about the Germans in Bo- 
| hemia, he replied that there was 
only one definite answer to the 
question, namely: The incorpora- 
.tion of the Sudeten Germans 
| within the Reich. 


| Schacht began his interview by 
expressing regret that his last 
trip to Paris had accomplished 
nothing in the way of a Franco- 
German understanding. 

| He remarked that Leon Blum, 
then French premier, had shown 
himself to be “singularly con- 
versant. with colonial questions. 
_ The banker said that he no 
longer-had the least influence up- 
on Hitler. He seemed to regard 
‘himself as politically finished, 
wrote Bullitt, and to have little 


or no respect for the Fuehrer. 

The best way to handle Hitler, 
said Schacht, was to open the con- 
versation with ‘usiness topics in 
which he was not at all interest- 
ed.

HITLER'S OLD PAL 
FRAMED 10 STOP 
HIS PEACE PLEAS 


Photographer Hoffman 
Says Bormann Had 
Him Certified as Ty- 


phus Carrier.

NUERNBERG, Nov. @8 (AP)— 
Heinrich Hoffman, Hitler’s per- 
sonal photographer, says that Mar- 
tin Bormann. had him § falsely 
labelled as a typhus carrier last 
January in order to prevent him 
from going to Hitler to “tell him 
the truth” about Germany's ap- 
proaching doom. 

He said he finally saw Hitler, 
but that Hitler’s “mind was gone.” 

Hoffman has been employed for 
two months by the special projects 
division of United States Chief 
Prosecutor Robert H. Jackson’s 
staff, identifying photographic 
evidence against the Nazi leaders. 

Early Tuesday, the medical 
department telephoned Comadr. 
James Donovan, New York law- 
yer and chief of the division where 
Hoffman is employed, asking: 

“Did you know Hoffman was 
typhus and by now has probably 
infected everybody in Nuernberg?” 

Donovan immediately questioned 
Hoffman, who explained: 

“As you know, I am an old 
party man. I always had Hitler's 
ear, He liked to have me around 
because he knew I'd give it to 
him straight. 

“Early in January I decided to 
go to Hitler’s headquarters to tell 
him the truth that, goaded by 
Himmler, Bormann and Goebbels, 
he was driving Germany to de- 
struction. 

“But Bormann (Hitler’s deputy) 
always hated me. When I cabled 
for clearance to visit the Fuehrer, 
back came a, telegram saying I 
was a typhus carrier and under no 
circumstances was to be permitted 
to approach Hitler. 

“T was in Vienna at the time. 
I knew Bormann had done this. 
I went to one of the biggest clinics 
in Vienna and obtained a certifi- 
cate after exhaustive tests dis- 
proving the allegation, and with 
this I was finally able to get to 
the Fuehrer. 

“It was too late,” Hoffman con- 
tinued. “The moment I saw Hit- 
ler I realized his mind was gone.” 

The medical department then 
questioned Bormann’s personal 
physician, who is being detained 
at a United States Army interro- 


gation center near Frankfurt, and 


announced the physician had ad- 
mitted “falsifying Hoffman’s med- 
ical records in order to keep him 
away from the Fuehrer’s head- 
quarters.”

ly novels, in the.last 10 days. 
Hermann Goering has repeatedly 
rebuked him, but in vain, for im- 
pairing the dignity of the trial. 

One of the volumes in which 
Hess buried his face while evi- 
dence often about himself was be- 
ing introduced is a mystery by 
Edgar Wallace, “In the Face of 
All Europe.” 

Another is a biography, “From 
Laborer to Astronomer” by Bruno 
Buergel. A third is a historical 
work, “Refusal to a Prince” by 
Conte Corti. A fourth is “Goethe 
and Goethe’s Places” by Rudolf 
Pechel and another “Globetrotter’s 
“Last Travels and Adventures” by 
Kurt Faber.

sistant United States Prosecutor 
Sidney S. Alderman read in detai! 
transcripts of telephone conversa- 
tions between Goering and Aus- 
trian Nazis on the days before and 
on the days of the unopposed in- 
vasion., 

The records were found in the 
ruins of the Berlin Air Minis§ry 
building by Associated Press cor 
respondent Dan De Luce and giv- 
en to the prosecution for evidence. 
(An account of the telephone con- 
versations by the plotters was car- 
ried by the PostgDispatch in a 
series of articles by De Luce.) 

“This highly interesting docu- 
ment allows us to live again in 
those grim days of anschluss,” Al- 
derman told the court. 

Many of the telephone conver- 
sations were with Arthur Seyss- 
Inquart, Austrian Nazi leader and 
one -of Goering’s fellow defend- 
ants. The prosecution said the 
records clearly disclosed Nazi 
plotting to absorb Austria into the 
Reich, 

The transcriptions disclosed 
Goering succeeded in having Seyss- 
Inquart installed as dAustria’s 
Chancellor by threats and dic- 
tated the telegram in which Ger- 
man troops were invited by Seyss- 
Inquart into Austria in the an- 
schluss coup. 


The former Reichsmarshal 
laughed and most of the other 
top Nazis in the prisoners’ box 
seemed amused as the prosecution 
read off in Goering’s words the 
threats, bluffs, cajoleries and lies 


that resulted in the downfall of' 


Austria. : 

At the height of the pre- 
anschluss scheming, Goering gave 
Austrian President Wilhelm Mik- 
las just two hours in which to ap- 
point Seyss-Inquart as Chancellor, 
threatening to send 240,000 Ger- 
man troops pouring over the bor- 
der if he refused. The troops 
marched anyway, after Seyss-In- 
quart, described by Alderman as 
“the original quisling,” invited 
them in “to prevent bloodshed.” 

Quoting Goering’s threat to 
court-martial Austrians who op- 
posed the invading German troops, 
Alderman said: “It is interesting 
to note that Goering, on planning 
to invade a_i peaceful power, 
planned to try what he called war 
criminals before a German court- 
martias.” 

Goering shook his head in dis- 
agreement when Alderman said 
that the German Government was 
worried about Italy’s reaction. 


“International Double Talk.” 


Alderman pointed out to the 
court the cynical discrepancies and 
“international double talk”  be- 
tween Goering’s open threats to 
the Austrian Government and his 
telephoned statement the day after 
the anschluss to Foreign Minis- 
ter Joachim von Ribbentrop, who 
at the time was in London, that 
“this story we had given an ulti- 
matum is just foolish‘ gossip.”

Truman Declines to Res- 
cue It—Status of Com- 
mittees Listed—Big Is- 
sues Unsolved.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Pres- 
ident Truman has declined to 
raise a hand to rescue the na- 
tional labor-management confer- 
ence. It is all over except the 
talking, which will go on today, 
tomorrow and possibly Saturday, 
in an effort to make a_ public 
showing of minor agreements to 
hide the basic disagreements in 
the working committees. 

Meeting in plenary session this 
afternoon, the conference is sched- 
uled to consider reports of com- 
mittees which have been wrangling 
behind closed doors for three 
weeks. Only two of the six reg- 
ular committees have reported 
unanimous recommendations. One 
of these reports probably will be 
discussed further in committee 
and on the floor. 

The unanimous report Was on 
“initial contracts” and was little 
more than a primer of what first 
collective bargaining agreements 
should contain. The second re- 
port was on “existing agreements.” 
There was a minor difference of 
opinion on the jurisdiction of vol- 
untary arbitration umpires as to 
whether such umpires’ should 
have open end authority to re- 
view everything in a contract or 
whether they should be limited to 
questions agreed upon by both 
disputants. 

Differences on Conciliation. 
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Give full experience and 
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Post-Dispatch. 
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Even the committee on concilia- 
tion services d a dissent by the 
two CIO membDers. This was ex- 
pected to be the easiest subject for 
unanimous recommendations, but 
the CIO members objected to giv- 
ing proposed advisory committees, 
which would draw up lists of 
prospective conciliators, arbitra- 
tors and technical men from which 
the Secretary of Labor would se- 
lect individuals for specific jobs, 
what the CIO called “veto pow- 
ers.” 

The CIO members also took ex- 
ception to the recommendation 
that the Secretary of Labor must 
consult with the advisory commit- 
tee before appointing the head of 
the conciliation service if that of- 
fice became. vacant. The CIO 
wanted the Secretary of Labor to 
be unrestricted in his choice of 
chief labor conciliator and other 
officials in this service. 

“Split” Report on Bargaining. 

A summary of the status of the 
other committees follows: 

COLLECTIVE BARGAINING— 
This committee was irreconcilably 
divided and will probably submit 
“split” reports to the conference 
although an effort was still being 
made today to see if some report 
could be drafted to cover the 
minor agreements. 

MANAGEMENT’S RIGHT TO 
MANAGE—This committee was 
hopelessly divided. The manage- 
ment and labor members asked 
permission of the executive com- 
mittee to submit separate reports. 
This committee has been very 
secretive but one waggish ob- 
server suggested that it was de- 
bating “who shall carry the keys 
to the plant?” 

REPRESENTATION AND JU- 
RISDICTIONAL DISPUTES 
Management has made public its 
recommendations calling for 
amendment of the National Labor 
Relations Act on representation 
and new legislation to prevent 
work stoppages during jurisdic- 
tional disputes if labor itself does 
not establish its own procedures 
under the NLRB. 

FACT-FINDING COMMTIS.- 
SIONS—A_ special subcommittee 
headed by President Eric John- 
ston of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce found that this sub- 
ject was too big for it and unani- 


| mously reported that it could not 


make a report at this time. The 


| executive committee tacitly acqui- 


esced and the subject is not likely 
to be acted on in the plenary ses- 
sions. 

WAGES—A special subcommit- 
tee headed by President William 
Green of the AFL tabled the mo- 
tion of President Philip Murray 
of the CIO that the conference 
consider President Truman’s state- 
ment that wage increases are im- 
perative.

the greatest star on the Associated Press all-Big Six mythical eleven 


for 1945. 


A repeater from 1944, Kekeris! souri, 


polled the heaviest vote of coaches 
and sports writers who came up 


with a team of less uniformity in 
size and greater power and speed 
than any all-Big Six outfit since 
Pearl Harbor. 

Kekeris is one of four Missouri 
Tigers making the first team. The 
Oklahoma Sooners, retiring cham- 
pions and runners-up this fall, also 
won four places. The third-place 
Iowa State Cyclones man two posi- 
tions and Kansas Jayhawks’ one. 

The Missouri mountain-man, 
whose home is St. Louis, is four 
pounds heavier than the combined 
weights of all-star backs Leonard 
Brown, 141, Missouri, and Dick 
Howard, 150, Iowa State. 

The other tackle is 6-foot 4inch 
Tommy Tallchief, 215, a_ dis- 
charged service man from Fairfax, 
Okla. Tallchief is a sophomore. 
He was outstanding in every one 
-of the Sooners’ tough ten games 
and was only a notch. behind 
Kekeris in the voting.

Only other 1944 all-star making 
“the grade again is Jack Fat- 
hauer, Iowa State guard from St.

“Opportunity of Grabbing.” 


It is largely because they have 
ruled any future war out of their 
immediate policy that they are so 
anxious to cash in to the maxi- 
mum on the war which has just 
ended. The Big Thirteen in the 
Kremlin are realists and they 
know that the immense prestige 
of the Red Army and the untir- 
ing assiduity of their Fifth Col- 
umn, which works for them day 
and night in every country in the 
world, offer them the opportunity 
now of grabbing a large number 
of desirable advantages and terri- 
tories, attainment of which in nor- 
mal times would each require a 
major and successful war. 

Already, their annexation of the 
Baltic republics, a large Slice of 
Poland and all of Bessarabia have 
restored to the Russians almost 
all the conquests of Peter the 
Great and Catherine the Great. 
Their new rights in Port Arthur 
and their annexation of Southern 
Sakhalin reverse the result of the 
Russo-Japanese War. Indeed, 
with the exception of that part 
of Finland which is still independ- 
ent, some parts of Poland and 
three inconsiderable Turkish prov- 
inces, the Russian frontiers are 
now extended to the furtherest 
limits known to Imperial Czarist 
Russia. And in the Carpatho- 
Ukraine they have pushed farther 
westward than any re - 

ut, say the Big Th rteen, 
cae is = more to be picked up 
in the same way we may 4s well 
take it while the going is good. 
They don’t mean, like George 
Washington, to cut down the 
cherry tree; but if any more cher- 
ries can be got by vigorous shak- 
ing of the tree, they will be de- 
lichted to pick them up and add 
them to the valuable windfalls 
they have already acquired. But 
they won’t say “thank you.”

Which cherries do the Russians

About the Dardanelles. 


The Dardanelles unquestionably 


comes first and is perhaps the 
most reasonable of Russia's im- 
n.ediate outstanding demands. 
They have a real need in peace of 
a blowhole in the Mediterranean, 
and it is also important to their 
security in time of war that no 
power other than the Black Sea 
powers should have the right of 
eastward passage of warships 
through the Straits. At the mo- 
ment, the Montreux Convention 
leaves it for Turkey to decide 
what warships, if any, may pass 
through the Straits in wartime or 
when a state of war threatens. 
And Turkey is the judge of wheth- 
er a state of war is threatening 
ot. 
"But the Russians are pitching 
their claim too high. The pro- 
posals of Secretary of State Byrnes 
tc the Turkish Government have 
the support of the British Govern- 
ment and provide all that Russia 
right reasonably desire. The Rus- 
sians, however, wish to settle the 
matter by ge.-ing into a private 
huddlé with the Turks. And they 
are asking the Turks not only to 
cede them bases in the Straits,

LLIED ability to give an “elec- 
A tronic raspberry” to the Axis— 
with all the gusto of a Bronx 
cheer—helped clear the road to vic- 
tory. 

The “electronic raspberry” is a 
nickname for the art ef jamming 
an enemy radar set by cluttering 
its beam with radio interference. 
This results in a confusion of pat- 
terns on the radar scope-so that 
any targets are obliterated. 

It is one of the techniques dis- 
closed last night in another 
science story of the war—an Amer- 
ican military and scientific report 
on the vital role played by radar 
counter-measures in the defeat of 
Germany and Japan. 

The armed forces and the Office 
of Scientific Research and De- 
velopment, credit radar counter- 
measures with blinding and con- 
fusing the enemy’s radar “eyes” 
at crucial points in the war, in- 
cluding D-day in Europe, 

They said in a joint report that 
the various techniques reduced by 
75 per cent the effectiveness of 
German radar-controlled anti-air- 
craft fire and helped knock out 
many a Japanese radar in the 
American advance across the 
Pacific. 

The report said also that 
although the enemy tried the same 
tactics against us, they did it

There is no doubt we shall soon 
hear much more about the Darda- 
nelles demands. The fact that the 
British Government in the last 
war, overturning a policy of 150 
years, agreed that Czarist Russia 
should take possession of Con- 
stantinople at the end of the war, 
serves to exacerbate * Russian 
opinion in this matter® If the 
British were prepared to make 
this concession to Imperial Rus- 
sia, which, owing to the Revolu- 
tion, they were unable to cash in 
on, why should a lesser request 
be refused to the Russian ally 
which took the main brunt of the 
German army upon itself and sur- 
vived victorious to the end of 
the war? 


Of course, Britain can reply 
that, in the first World War, Tur- 
key was our enemy, whereas in 
the second, though neutral, she 
was our ally. There is something 
in this, but it is not an answer 
which is in any way satisfactory 
to the Kremlin. 


VETERAN HOSPITAL FUND BILL 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
The House tentatively restored 
yesterday to the deficiency appro- 
priations bill $158,320,000 for vet- 
erans’ hospitals. The House Ap- 
propriations Committee had

Army and Navy hospitals. 


The requested funds provide 
$23,460,674 for completion of the 
regular construction program pro- 
posed for the current fiscal year 
and $134,859,326 for an additional 
hospital construction program. 
The supplementary appropriation 
Of $134,859,326 provides for con- 
struction of 19 new hospitals and 
additions to 20 existing hospitals. 
The list of new hospitals submit- 
ted by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion includes a tuberculosis hos- 
pital in Missouri costing $2,418,000 
(site not named), a tuberculosis 
hospital at Kansas City costing 
$3,805,000 and a genera] hospital

Three Techniques. 


It is mainly the story of three 
ingenious techniques: 

The employment: of millions of 
pounds of radio-reflecting alum- 
inum foil, dropped in tiny 
strips or long ribbons from air- 
craft or shot aloft in shells and 
rockets from surface vessels. The 
foil, giving back an “echo” to 
searching enemy radar _ sets, 
served to screen our craft from 
the foe’s radar beams. 

The development of a system of 
“radar sleuthing” by which the 
location of enemy sets was 
mapped all the way from Anzio 
to Berlin and from Kiska to the 
China sea. This was based on de- 
vices for detecting and analyzing 
radar beams of varying frequen- 
cies and for determining the di- 
rection from which the beams 
come. 

The perfection of methods of 
radar jamming with which Allied 
land, sea and air fighters literally 
gave the “electronic raspberry” to 
enemy radar-controlled anti-air- 
craft guns, searchlights and early 
warning systems. Jamming is ac- 
complished by cluttering a radar’s 
beam with radio interference at 
the same frequency on which the 
radar is operating. This blankets 


BIRDS COOKED IN FLIGHT 
BY RADIO HEAT WAVES 
IN ELECTRONIC WARFARE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP). 
IRDS were actually “cooked” 

B in flight by radio heat waves

All 
around them is a population which 
is listening to anti-Allied propa- 
ganda in all Slovene papers and 
on the Belgrade radio.

Toward a Stronger UNO 


This country’s participation in the United Na- 
tions Organization is being discussed in the 
broad and illuminating debate now going on in 
the Senate. At the same time, the UNO Pre- 
paratory Commission is in session in London, 
hammering out the machinery for keeping the 
world’s peace. 

There is no doubt as to a vote of approval in 
the Senate, for both the upper house and Ameri- 
can public opinion are still strongly committed 
to full participation in UNO as the one hope 
of warding off world disaster. And the work- 
men at London can be depended upon to do a 
thorough job of fashioning a system of peace 
machinery in accordance with the blueprints 
drawn at San Francisco.. 

All this means progress in accordance with 
the schedules laid down early last summer, yet 
the depressing fact is that American faith and 
world faith in the peace structure so fervently 
hailed less than six months ago are sinking to 
constantly lower levels. 

Even without the full mechanical setup of the 
UNO, we have the World Charter, and we have 
the United Nations, that group of some 40 coun- 
tries which stood steadfastly together to win the 
war. Yet none of these devices is at work, or 
even being invoked, to find solutions for the 
urgent problems that have pressed in upon the 
world since the Germans and Japs laid down 
their arms. 

Those problems are prominent in the head- 
lines every day—Iran, China, Indonesia, Pales- 
tine, Indo-China, the atomi¢ bomb. All of them 
contain the explosive ingredients which, the plan- 
ners hoped, UNO would neutralize. 

Yet in the areas of colonial unrest, old-fash- 
ioned imperialist force is the order of the day. 
An American note calls Russia to task and pro- 
poses a partial solution for Iran. China is the 
scene of overt intervention and backstage ma- 
neuvers. As for Palestine, a British-American 
—not a United Nations—inquiry is scheduled. 
The problem of the atomic bomb will be handed 
over to a UNO commission, not by multilateral 
agreement, or even by Big Three agreement, but 
by decision of the Big Two-Thirds, Britain and 
America. And today, almost three weeks after 
the Truman-Attlee-King statement, the commis- 
sion has not even been named. 

Even if the world organization were function- 
ing today as the San Francisco planners con- 
ceived it, would it be adequate to the needs of 
the present? There are grave doubts. The 
atomic bomb alone has made much formerly ad- 
vanced thinking on world co-operation inade- 
quate and obsolete. More and more, we hear 
demands for broader concepts, stronger powers 
and greater responsibilities for the United Na- 
tions Organization. ° 

These demands do not come from dreamers 
and Utopians. Many are heard from govern- 
mental leaders and officials, men with heavy re- 
sponsibilities and with political futures at stake. 

Ernest Bevin, the British Foreign Secretary, 

has stepped far ahead of the San Francisco plan- 
ners by calling for “a World Assembly elected 
directly from the people of the world, as a 
whole.” Anthony Eden, a member of the Brit- 
ish opposition, also breaks away from the San 
Francisco program in urging amendment of the 
veto power in the Security Council as a first 
step in strengthening UNO. 
* In this country, too, demands for broader con- 
ceptions of the world society’s functions have 
been heard from both sides of the party line; 
from Harold Stassen, Senator Fulbright, Senator 
Ball, Representative Helen Gahagan Douglas and 
others. And their views are supported by the 
returns from the public opinion polls. 

Further evidence of UNO’s shortcomings is 
visible in the nations’ failure to use its facilities. 
Instead, they are relying again upon the old de- 
vices of power politics which have led so in- 
evitably to disaster in the past. 

Sacrifices by member nations will be neces- 
sary for the strengthening of UNO, it is true. 
Yet are the sacrifices to any degree as great as 
the penalty for failure to create a workable 
world security system? Such once-prized na- 
tional assets as geographical barriers and indi- 
vidual military power are shriveled in value in 
the era of the devastating atomic bomb, the jet 
plane traveling at the speed of sound, the 
V-bomb that gives no warning of its approach. 

The handwriting is on the wall: a stronger 
UNO than the San Francisco planners dared ap- 
prove, or a return to the ruinous old methods of 
scheming alliances and pressure politics. Which 
shall it be? 
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Visiting Day at Clayton Courthouse 

Sponsors of the proposal for a new St. Louis 
County Courthouse have hit upon a promotion 
plan that is better than all the circular letters, 
rallies and radio speeches utilized in the many 
previous, and always unsuccessful, campaigns to 
the same end. The idea is simple as ABC: Just 
invite the voters in, from 2 to 5 p. m. next Sun- 
day, to have a look for themselves at the de- 
crepit and crowded condition of the ancient 
structure, 

Seeing is believing. First-hand evidence is 
worth an hour of oratory, or an hour spent in 
reading one of the many grand jury reports 
which have called the building a fire hazard and 
a menace to public safety. Every visitor who 
steps inside the door and looks around while 
the “open house” is in progress is highly likely 
to vote for the $1,650,000 bond proposal next 
Tuesday. That is, he will do so if the building 
doesn’t fall down on his head while the inspection 
is in progress. 
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Reminder of Hitler 

Only a sort of lunatic would say, as a Fascist- 
sounding British “Christian Reformer” has said, 
that “Hitler was most definitely sent by God to 
judge the world.” There is, however, a colorable 
premise in his further statement that Hitler was 
“a divine instrument to break the power of the 
Mammon system,” even though in a very dif- 
ferent sense from that in which Hitler made this 
pretension for hintself. 

Some devout, and perfectly sane and well- 
balanced people, do regard Hitler as a modern 
Attila the Hun, who was called the “scourge of 
God” by trembling Christendom, or a Job’s 
plague enlarged to atomic-bomb intensity suit- 
able to an age that vaunts in its mastery over 
matter, In completely secular minds, too, the 
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ascendancy of Nazism’s horror raises a self-ques- 
tion: What did we do, or leave undone, that 
loosed this thing on ourselves? 

It is a good, normal, healthy question. We 
ought to be asking it. Our maturity, if not our 
very sanity, is under question if we are not 
asking, and demanding complete answers from 
ourselves. If all who call themselves lovers of 
peace and friends of mankind were asking, the 
world would not be still looking so perilous after 
Hitler has departed. 

Do we forget the scourge, and so soon? Some- 
times it seems so these days. 
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When Lawyers Mistrust the Law 

The National Association of Attorneys General 
put itself on record yesterday as unwilling to 
trust.the tidelands oil dispute to the courts and 
as preferring to have the merits of the case de- 
cided by political action, in Congress. It is a 
grotesque position for an association of lawyers, 
officers of the courts, and legal representatives 
of the state governments, The ‘preferment of 
politics to adjudication would be more appro- 
priate for an association of ward-heelers than 
for an association of Attorneys General. 

Attorney General Taylor of Missouri put the 
choice up to his fellow Attorneys General suc- 
cinctly. He still believes that mineral rights to 
tidelands oil should be vested in the state gov- 
ernments as a matter of states’ rights. But, he 
told his colleagues, “it is my sincere conviction 
that when a matter is before the United States 
Supreme Court, the court deserves the right to 
act upon it.” 

There is room for Mr. Taylor to be honestly 
mistaken about the merits of the states’ rights 
contention, and honestly mistaken he appears to 
be. But how can there be room to dispute his 
view as to the proprieties in an issue pending in 
the Supreme Court? 

These proprieties apply to everyone, but most 
especially to lawyers. If, when court decision 
of an issue is pending, the side which is afraid 
it is going to lose rushes into Congress and ob- 
tains legislative action making the decision be- 
fore the court can act, what is left of the legal 


process? And if such a course is proper in any 


issue, why should it not be proper in all issues? 
Why, in short, have any courts at all? Why 
not have Congress decide all legal issues by 
legislation? It is a cynicism-provoking perform- 
ance when the subjection of the judicial to the 
legislative function is proposed by representa- 
tives of the judiciary. It is to the credit of At- 
torney General Taylor and Attorney General 
Troy of Washington, the latter acting by proxy, 
that they opposed this disgraceful move to lobby 
away the power of the courts and to raid the 
last great reserve of oil which the people of the 
United States possess for their joint defense. 
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A Dangerous Strike Threat 

Harry Bridges of the West Coast Longshore- 
men’s Union has announced that, beginning Dec. 
1, cargoes will not be handled for ships in com- 
mercial service which, in the opinion of the 
union, ought to be used for returning troops. A 
work stoppage more dangerous as a precedent 
is difficult to imagine. 

The strike is a legitimate weapon in a union’s 
bargaining for specific union objectives. It is 
not an admissible instrument for coercing Gov- 


ernment policy. If methods of this sort came. 


into general use by pressure groups, any 
strategically situated and disciplined minority 
could go far toward enforcing its will. 

The obvious union intent here is to exploit, 
as public relations policy, the eagerness of fam- 
ilies to have their sons home again and the 
eagerness of soldiers to return. A strike to speed 
up repatriation is tempting as a method of neu- 
tralizing much anti-labor propaganda in the 
services during the war. 

The War, Navy and State departments of the 
Federal Government cannot submit to pressures 
of this kind. If unions or other groups want 
demobilization speeded, they have the rights of 
petition and representation accorded all citizens. 
Any attempt to exert more direct force is a 


threat to our institutions. 
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Senator Capper of Kansas says labor and OPA 
are too big for their breeches. What the Senator 
might have said is that labor and management, 
and OPA and business, should be too big for 
their breaches. k 
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Second Housing First 

It is strange when efforts on the long-range 
aspect of a problem move faster than those on 
the short-run, emergency aspect. That is hap- 
pening in Missouri and St. Louis. Long-run 
hopes of clearing slums and eliminating blight 
improved yesterday when the Senate Municipal 
Corporations Committee cleared the new urban 
redevelopment bill. But housing needed now 
for homeless St. Louisans remained largely in 
the talk stage yesterday, while more:alert com- 
munities continued to gather in the movable 
dwelling supply. 

If the committee report becomes law, private 
limited-dividend corporations will be able to 
erect middle-class apartments on high-priced 
close-in land. Experience in St. Louis and else- 
where shows that the limited and temporary tax 
concession it offers is necessary to get the job 
done. 


lation to make it legal and economically prudent 


for insurance companies to invest in limited-: 


dividend housing. Out of it St. Louis may rea- 
sonably expect, on an appropriate scale, such a 
general enhancement of long-run taxable value 
as New York got in the Parkchester develop- 
ment. 

The Legislature should also—and it is impera- 
tive—approve the tax concessions which are the 
prerequisite of further public housing construc- 
tion. Public housing, with the large Federal aid 
it draws on, is the only hope of getting the real 
slums cleared. It, too, is a bargain, for it elimi- 
nates great burdens of municipal expense. And, 
as insurance-company housing operators in New 
York” have been wise enough to perceive, the 
slums must be cleared to protect private invest- 
ment in areas nearby. 

At least, very practical steps are in progress 
to increase the metropolitan housing supply in 
1948, 1960 and after. That’s fine, but it will re- 
main an odd circumstance until there is com- 
parable progress on behalf of those who need 
shelter today and next year.

Handicaps to the efficient handling of legislative business are listed 
by political scientist; a recommended list of needed correctives is 
of also given; calls modernization of congressional machinery vital if 
representative government is to cope with the problems of today. 


From an Address by George B. Galloway, Chairman of the Committee 
on Congress, American Political Science Association, in New York 


It is widely agreed that Congress as an 
institution is handicapped in the perform- 
ance of its proper functions: 

1. By being overburdened by many local 
and private matters which divert its at- 
tention from national policy-making, and 
which it ought not to have to consider. 


2. By the lack of adequate, independent 
technical advice necessary for wise law- 
making, and the lack of sufficient secre- 
trial service to handle requests from con- 
stituents and routine chores, 

3. By too many committees with over- 
lapping jurisdictions, and by the diffusion 
of responsibility for legislative policy. 


4. By inadequately developed channels of 
communication with the executive, making 
team-work difficult. 

5. By the lack of adequate facilities for 

the continuous inspection and review of ad- 
ministrative action. 
' 6. By the importunities of special-interest 
groups, which tend to divert legislative 
emphasis from broad questions of public 
interest. 

7. By the need of a redistribution of pow- 
er, especially in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

8. By the inadequate compensation of its 
personnel. 


Some Proposed Remedies 


In order to mitigate these handicaps and 
remedy these defects, political scientists 
propose: 

1. That Congress divest itself, because of 
the heavy volume of legislative business, 
of such work and activities as it can ap- 
propriately delegate to other agencies, such 
as the government of the District of Co- 
lumbia and the settlement of private claims 
and pensions. 

2. That the committees of Congress be 
adequately equipped with independent, 
qualified experts to aid them in making 
laws. 

3. That appropriations to the Legislative 
Reference Service and to the Office of the 
Legislative Counsel be substantially in- 
creased so as to strengthen their research 
and legal facilities, 


4. That the committee systems of both 
chambers be simplified by: (a) eliminating 
inactive committees; (b) consolidating those 
with overlapping jurisdictions; (c) creating 
twin committees organized functionally in 
both houses; (d) correlating’ them with 
major areas of public policy and admin- 
istration. 


Planning Council Proposed 


5. That a legislative council be estab- 
lished, to be composed of the Vice Presi- 
dent, the Speaker of the House, the major- 
ity leaders in both chambers and the chair- 
men of the reorganized standing commiuit- 
tees; and that it be the duty of this levis- 
lative council to plan and co-ordinate the 
legislative program of Congress and to pro- 
mote more effective liaison and co-opera- 
tion with the executive, 

6. That the reorganized standing com- 
mittees also be utilized as vehicles of com- 
munication and collaboration between Con- 
gress and the corresponding administrative 
agencies within their respective jurisdic- 
tions; and that the heads of the major de- 
partments and administrative agencies ap- 


point congressional secretaries who shall 
devote full time to liaison with their cor- 
responding committees in Congress, 


7. That the function of legislative over- 
seeing of administrative performance be 
entrusted by Congress primarily, to the 
subcommittees of the House Committee on 
Appropriations, 

8. That all groups, representatives of 
which appear before congressional corn- 
mittees, register and make full disclosure 
of their membership, finances, etc. 


9. That an automatic time limit of, say, 
six years be fixed upon service as chair- 
man of a standing committee; or, alterna- 
tively, that standing committee chairmen 
be chosen at the beginning of each Con- 
gress by the Committee on Committees of 
the majority party, as they are in some of 
the states; and that committee chairmen 
be required by the standing rules to: (a) 
call committee meetings when desired by 
a majority of the members; (b) report bills 
within 10 days after the committee has 
taken favorable action, failing which re- 
port, any member of the committee could 
report the bill, (c) keep a complete public 
record of all committee proceedings except 
executive sessions. 


For Increase in Salaries 


10. That the annual salaries of Senators 
and Representatives be increased to $15,- 
000; that each member’s annual allowance 
for clerical hire be substantially increased, 
and that the Civil Service Retirement Act 
be amended so as to make members of 
Congress eligible for retirement annuities 
on a contributory basis after long legisla- 
tive service. 

Faced with these handicaps and proposed 
remedies, Congress must consider which 
of them would strengthen the democratic 
process. Many of the proposed changes 
could be effected merely by amending the 
rules of the House and Senate, They are 
based on the belief that Congress must 
modernize its machinery and methods to 
fit modern conditions if it is to keep pace 
with a greatly enlarged and active execu- 
tive branch, This is a better approach than 
that which seeks to meet the problem by 
reducing and hamstringing the executive. 


A strong and more representative legis- 
lature, in closer touch with and better in- 
formed about the Administration, is the 
antidote to bureaucracy. Unless it chooses 
to modernize its machinery and equip it- 
self with the tools it needs, a frustrated 
Congress may become a relic of the ox-cart 
era in the age of the rocket ship.

Wenzell Brown possesses considerable tal- 
ents both as novelist and as pamphleteer, 
There are real flesh-and-blood people in his 
book, with deep-welling passions of pride 
and hatred and perplexity which communi- 
cate themselves to us, with mood and move- 
ment,

The school teacher participated in Puerto 
Rican politics, and is committed emotion- 
ally and ideologically to a point of view. 
If he straightens out the smug American 
on any single point, it is on the obvious 
fact that éven more than “Damyankee” 
was one word-in the United States South, 
“Americanbastard” is one word in San 
Juan and Ponce, Aguadilla and Caguas and 
Arecibo, 

The hatred of the colonial Puerto Rican 
for the imperial American is a shocking 
thing. Mr. Brown allows his reader to ex- 
perience also, almost as if at first-hand, the 
shock of the incredible slums, of the teem- 
ing over-populatian, of the minerally and 
industrially poverty-stricken land, its mined- 
out soils and the disastrous capitalist ex- 
ploitation of a one-crop sugar-and-rum 
economy.

To that end, he would have this country 
become aware of its full duty toward the 
island, and act accordingly. He chides the 
United States for having “always been 
ashamed of the fact that we are an em- 
pire.” He calls on Congress to adopt a 
responsible policy toward Puerto Rico, to 
establish long-range objectives and make 
them known to the Puerto Ricans, to in- 
trust Puerto Rican affairs to committees 
composed of men chosen for their interest 
instead of by the haphazard rotation sys- 
tem, and to vest colonial policy in some 
permanent branch of government, prefer- 
ably the State Department, 

“America,” he writes, “cannot afford to 
be patronizing or offhand in this matter. 
The eyes of the world, and particularly of 
those countries to the south of Puerto 
Rico, will judge us on how we deal with 
Puerto Rican questions.” If we do badly, 
we may, he says, “inactivate our whole 
good-neighbor policy” and create “inter- 
American strife and bitterness.” If we suc- 
ceed, we may make Puerto Rico “a base 
on which we can build up hemispheric soli- 
darity.”

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A Philosophy of Soviet-American Relations 


HERE is an old saying:

I have had the experience of be- 
ing attacked here at home by a 
former Polish official as wishing 
to deliver his country to _ the 
Soviets, and a fortnight later be- 
ing attacked by the newspaper 
“Pravda” in Moscow as seeking 
to promote a combination of the 
Western world against the Soviet 
Union, 

I mention this not because I 
think it is funny, or because I 
think it proves that, having 
pleased neither side, I must have 
been objective and right, but be- 
cause it is some indication of how 
wide is the chasm which somehow 
eventually we must bridge if there 
$s to be peace, 


Philosophy Before Policy. 


It has become evident that the 
time is passed when, in the f: *e 
of a terrible danger, working ar. 
rangements could be improvised 
ad hoc by the three war leaders, 
each in his own way invested with 

. gnormous personal authority. 
Roosevelt is dead, Churchill is out 
of office, and there is every reason 
to think that Stalin no longer ex- 
ercises his former personal power. 

We have come into a time when 
relations with the Soviet Union 
are determined not by three men, 
but by many, and therefore much 
depends on what is to be the ac- 
cepted general view of what is 
important and less important, 
Mecessary or desirable, feasible or 
impossible. This we may call for 
short the philosophy, underlying 

1 concrete policies, of our rela- 

ons with the Soviet Union. 

For my own philosophy, such as 
it is, I can make no particular 
claim that it provides a clear rule 
for deciding the tangled conflicts 
of the moment. I am, on the con- 
trary, convinced that the cardinal 
error in our philosophy has been 
to suppose that we could find a 
solution which would in our time 
bring about harmonious and elab- 
orate co-operation between the 
Russian peoples and the Western 
fations. 

For reasons which I shall try 
to explain I have long been con- 
vinced that the best that was pos- 
sible is an accommodation, a 
modus vivendi, a working arrange- 
ment, some simple form™of co-op- 
eration, and that in demanding 
more than that, we have been get- 
ting less than that, making the 
best the enemy of the good. 

The separation between the 
Russians and the Westerners did 
not begin with Lenin’s revolution 
in 1917. It goes back more than 
1000 years to the Dark Ages be- 
tween the fifth and eleventh cen- 
turies, when the ancient world be- 
came divided between Rome and 
Byzantium, and Christendom be- 
tween the Latin and the Greek 
churches, 


East vs. West. 


Nor is this the first time in 
modern history that men have 
sought to heal this schism, and 
to reunite the peoples and govern- 
ments which have developed sepa- 
rately and in comparative isola- 
tion over sO many centuries. The 
world war which ended with the 
defeat of Napoleon at Waterloo 
Saw Russian troops farther west 


than they are today, in fact in 
Paris, and there was the hope 
then, as there is now, that Rus- 
sia and the Western allies would 
collaborate permanently in the 
concert of Europe. 

There was the same fear of Rus- 
sian imperial expansion in 1816 
as there is in 1945, and throughout 
the nineteenth century until Ger- 
many rose up threatening the first 
World War, the central issue of 
diplomacy was the conflict be- 
tween the Russian empire and the 
British. 


Live and Let Live. 


Yet there is another and equally 
impressive characteristic of this 
historic experience. It is that there 
has never been a great war in 
which the issue was whether Rus- 
sia would dominate the world or 
be annihilated as a great power. 
In all world wars, and there have 
been at least half a dozen during 
the past two centuries, Great 
Britain and Russia have in time 
of greatest danger been allies, un- 
easy and suspicious allies perhaps, 
but allies 

The United States and Russia 
have not only never been at war 
but in all really serious wars, be- 
ginning with our own War of 
Independence, their relationship 
has been one of benevolent neu- 
trality or actual alliance. 

I believe that history has much 
to teach us, in that by studying 
history we can best discern the 
enduring elements in the relations 
of peoples. 

If I read this history correctly, 
it is that the cultural division be- 
tween Russia and the West is too 
old and too deep to permit us to 
count upon the kind of intimate 
and complicated collaboration 
which can exist among peoples 
who in all the essentials habitually 
think along the same lines; on the 
other hand, the vital interests of 
Russia and the chief Western 
nations are such that there is no 
vital conflict. 

This causes me to believe that 
for statesmen the right course is 
not to assume that this is “one 
world” nor yet to believe that this 
division of the world means in- 
evitable and mortal conflict. The 
right course is to seek a Modus 
vivendi by which the Russians and 
ourselves, neither fearing they are 
predestined enemies nor believing 
they are members ofa single so- 
ciety, are able to live and let live 
by practical adjustments around 
the edges where their power and 
influence meet. 


Sights Too High. 


I do not say that something 
better than this is not possible 
eventually, or that the ancient 
schism cannot be closed, or that 
we must abandon the effort to or- 
ganize a world which is under a 
common law, or fail to work faith- 
fully in the United Nations Or- 
ganization, or cease to strive for 
the federation of mankind. 

But I do believe that if in our 
immediate dealings we seek to act 
and to judge one another as if 
such a world society already ex- 
isted, when it is only at best be- 
ginning to evolve, we shall exas- 
perate our relations instead of im- 


proving them.

joying new popularity. 


AKING pot shots at our foreign policy is an indoor sport in- 
dulged by high and low, and one that just now seems to be en- 
If the target is 30mewhat vague, it is 


also so big and so full of contradictions and confusions that you can 


hardly miss. 


What many critics overlook is 
that even if we had a clear-cut 
foreign policy, we are lacking an 
adequate instrument to make it 
effective. With a series of rapid 
shifts in contro] at the top and 
a host of new functions dumped 
in at the bottom, the poor old 
State Department is like a ship 
without a rudder. 


During the past two years, it 
has gone from bad to worse, The 
disorganization that exists today 
is a serious handicap at a time 
when we need, perhaps more than 
ever before in our history, to 
have an efficient, smoothly-func- 
—s department of foreign af- 
airs. 


Bcope of the Job. 


That need should be looked at 
in the light of the demands soon 
to be made on the department. 
Shortly ‘before \he gave up his 
command in Europe to become 
Chief of Staff, Gen. Eisenhower 
urged that control of the Ameri- 
can zone in Germany be turned 
over to civilians at the earliest 
possible time. 

But to what civilians? Obvious- 
ly, the State Department. The de- 
partment is pathetically unpre- 
pared to take on any such respon- 
sibility even though it’s been plain 
for some time that it would get 
the job. 

To prepare policy instructions 
for our military government in 
Germany, Japan and Korea, the 
department had until recently a 

/ staff of exactly 13 men. Efforts 
are now being made to recruit 
additional experts. But it will have 
to get moving in a hurry if the 
necessary personnel are assembled 
in time to take over from the 
military. 

The military want to step out as 
quickly as possible. That is easy 
to understand, since the job of 
policing a conquered country is 
one long headache. The prospect 
is that when they pull out, there 
will be nothing to substitute for 
military occupation. 

The kind of long-term supervi- 
sion that should be done requires 
planning and preparation. The 
enemy branch of the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration presented 
the State Department with a work- 
able plan, It calls for detailed in- 


spection and supervision of Ger- 
man science and industry, to make 
sure that the Germans do not se- 
cretly begin working for another 
try at conquest. 

This is of vital importance in 
the era we are entering, when 
atomic missiles may flash across 
the sky without warning. It means 
replacing a large occupation force 
with a smal] staff of technicians 
who can readily spot any new re- 
armament effort and stamp on it 
with the use of force from the out- 
side, if necessary. 


Such a technical staff cannot be 
assembled overnight. If we are 


not prepared to move in behind’ 


military occupation, then the peril 
is that we will pull out altogether. 
In other words, we will shuffle off 
another of our responsibilities for 
world peace. 


Example of Failure. 


The State Department is not 
used to coping with technical 
problems that call for speed and 
efficiency. Take the matter of 


dealing with German assets hid- i 


den in neutral countries. 

The amount involved is not 
small. The Germans managed to 
find safe refuge outside the Reich, 
and outside Britain and the United 
States for $1,500,000,000 in assets. 
Much of this flowed out of Ger- 
many in the final months of the 
war, when the smart insiders knew 
that this trial for world dictator- 
ship had failed, 

A lot of it represents investment 
in strategic industries in Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland and the Ar- 
gentine. FEA wanted to organize 
teams of experts to inventory 
these assets in the neutral coun- 
tries. The State Department dis- 
approved. 

Consequently, in Spain, where 
the Germans control several thou- 
sands of firms and where at least 
1500 active Nazi agents have tak- 
en refuge, two attaches in our em- 
bassy are trying to do the over- 
seeing job. They have no back- 
ground or training in industry, and 
therefore they rely on the Franco 
government for information. 

Reorganization of the State, De- 
partment from top to bottom is a 


must. It is not too much to say 
that our future as a nation de- 
pendg on it,

PEOPLE PLANNED; 
‘RECOGNIZED NEED’ 


St. Louis Manufacturer Urges 
Drive for More Comfort for 
King-Size Persons.

One of the improvements 
planned for the postwar era will 
be bigger beds for big people, H. 
Torrey Foster, president of Fos- 
ter Bros. Manufacturing Co., 3240 
North Broadway, said yesterday. 
He spoke at a meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Bedding 
Manufacturers in Chicago, 
“There is a recognized need for 
sleeping equipment at least four 
inches longer than present stand- 
ards,” Foster, chairman of the 
group’s metal bed and bedspring 
committee, said.

Three cups milk, four eggs, 
scant one-half cup sugar: one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla; pie shell, 

Spread sugar over the surface 
of a heavy frying pan and place 
over very low heat to melt. Do not 
stir unless absolutely necessary to 
avoid burning, Remove from fire, 
add one-third cup of water, then 
simmer until caramel is dissolved, 
Scald milk, then pour in over the 
eggs, caramelized sugar and salt, 
which have been lightly beaten 
together. Add vanilla. Line a deep 
pie plate with any preferred pas- 
try, building up the sides. Brush 
the surface of the pastry with a 
little beaten egg white reserved 
for the purpose, Pour in custard 
mixture and bake 10 minutes in a 
hot oven. 425-450 degrees, then re- 
duce to 250 degrees and complete 
baking from 25 to 30 minutes 
longer or until an inserted knife 
blade comes out clean.

Two cups leftover turkey 
(diced), one and one-half cups left-

Combine the leftover turkey 
and gravy. (If the gravy is not 
thick, thicken before combining 
with turkey.)

West, no doubt 
cursing his own optimism for 
doubling, led the spade deuce, and 
to his astonished delight, East’s 
seven-spot forced declarer’s ace, 
thus accounting for the eight, 
nine, ten and jack. South, hoping 
to get at least one club trick 
home before running diamonds, 
laid down the club queen, but 
West was not slow in putting up 
the ace. West then cashed the 
king and queen of spades, and de- 
clarer, convinced that the heart 
ace must be in West’s hand, for 
his double, discarded two hearts 
from dummy. East carefully 
played high spades, and when 
West’s spade six was underplayed 
by East’s four—dummy discard- 
ing another heart, of all cards!— 


Take My Word 


For It

Tea word “decisive” means “de- 


cided; conclusive,” as, to take 

decisive action; to issue a de- 
cisive order.” The word is pretty 
generally misprounounced ‘dee- 
SIZZ-iv.” But careful speakers 
will rhyme the second syllable 
with “by, my,” and pronounce the 
“s” as “s,” thus: dee-SY-siv. 

There is no “dip” in “diphthe- 
ria.” Note how the word is sylla- 
bified: diph-the-ri-a. Many English 
words contain the diagraph “ph” 
which is prounounced like “f.” The 
“ph” is the English equivalent of 
the Greek letter “phi.” Be sure to 
give “ph” the “f” sound in diph- 
theria, diphthong, and naphtha, 
thus: 

diff-THEE-ree-uh 
DIFF-thong 
NAFF-thuh 

The. word “exigency” means 
“urgency; emergency.” Broadcast- 
ers frequently accent the seoond 
syllable and rhyme it with “ridge,” 
as, “ek-ZIDGE-en-see,” but such a 
pronunciation has no sanction. The 
first syllable only is accented, 
thus: EKS-i-jen-see. 

Q. How should one pronounce 
the word “braille,” the system of 
raised printing for the blind? How 
did the word originate? 

A. The English pronunciation 
is: brail, to rhyme with “frail, 
grail.” 

The system was invented by the 
blind French scholar, Louis Braille 
(French pronunciation: loo-EE 
BRA-yuh). He got the idea for 
the characters from the dots of 
dominoes—his system is based on 
various arrangements of the dots 
which form the six, 

Braille was born in 1809 at 
Coupvray. He died in 1852, only 
a few days after his system had 
been officially adopted by the 
Paris Institution for the Blind. 

The famous armless statue of 
Venus is not “Venus dee My-loe.” 
The proper English form is 
“Venus of Milo,” and Milo does 
not rhyme with “silo.” Give the 
“i” the sound of “ee,” thus: MEE- 
loe.

F tage of eating the finest corn- 

bread in early life there is no 
quick bread that can ever sur- 
pass corn sticks, corn muffins or 
just plain corn dodger. The peo- 
ple down south excel in making 
this bread. One of the first requi- 
sites is a combination of ingred- 
ients that produces a pleasant 
substantial tasting product. There 
must be the right proportion of 
leavening agent to liquid. The 
most common one is soda, some 
combine soda with baking powder. 
The liquid is usually buttermilk 
and some shortening is added at 
the end. When sour cream is used 
it serves as liquid and shortening 
and if the sour cream is of high 
quality the best of cornbread is 
possible. Whatever the recipe may 
be, plenty of good crisp tender 
crust is desirable. There is no 
better way to acquire this than 
to pour the thin corn bread batter 
into a sizzling hot metal pan. It 
needs to be thoroughly baked and 
served while it is almost hot 
enough to blister the fingers, 

Corn Bread, 
(with sour cream) 

Two-thirds cup sifted all-pur- 
pose flour, two-thirds cup corn- 
meal, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-fourth teaspoon soda, two 
tablespoons sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, one egg, separated, one cup 
sour cream, three tablespoons 
melted shortening. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with cornmeal, baking 
powder, soda, sugar and _ salt. 
Combine egg yolk and sour cream 
and beat well. Add to the dry in- 
gredients and stir until blended. 
Add the cooled shortening and 
stir well. Beat the egg white until 
stiff but not dry and fold into the 
batter. Pour into a piping hot 10- 
inch skillet and bake at 425 de- 
grees F. for 25 minutes. Serve 
immediately. Four to six servings.
